Madame Tsilka was -educated at the 
Northfield seminary.

Having been converted in childhood to 
the Christian belief she came to America 
after having refused to marry fRe man 
of her parents’ choosing. Dr. Dwight L. 
Moody, becoming interested in her wel- 
fare, found a place for her in his school.

While 
engaged in her professional duties in the 
Adirondacks she became acquainted with 
Mr. Tsilka, a Macedonian, who had also 
been educated in the United States. At 
that period he \was preparing for work 
as an American missionary. Soon after 
the completion of their training the cou- 
ple were married and went to Bulgaria, 
whither they at once entered upon mis- 
sionary work. 

Méss Stone is one of the missionaries of 
the American board of foreign missions.

Several of the prominent railroad offi- 
cials who are to take part im the con- 
ference grrived in the city yesterday, 
among them being President Samuel 
Spencerfof the Southern, and Major J. 
F. Hanson, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Central of Georgia Rail- 
way Company. They are stopping at the 
Aragon. President J. W. Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and 8t. Louis,

“ersham, of the Atlanta and West Point, 


and a representative of the Georgia rail- 
road, will also be present. 

It is not known just what position the 
railroad officials will take, but it is 
understood the main question discussed 
will be the aglaptability of the pres- 
ent site to the purpose of building a new 
passenger station adequate for the needs 
of the railroads.

Maryland Senator Makes Set 
Speech Against Republi- 
can Philippine Policy. 


BROKE WITH HIS PARTY 
ON WAR AGAINST SPAIN 


Through Thick and Thin, and 
the Party Entered on Im- 
perialistic Career. 


Weshington, February 18.—It was 
agreed by the senate today that a fina! 
vcte upon the Philippine tarift bil] and 
the pending amendments should be taken 
up next Monday afternccn at 4 o’ciock. 
The agreement was reached a few minutes 
efter the senate convened today. The 
only stipulation made by the minority 
Was tliat the last day’s debate should be 
devoted to speeches not exceeding fifteen 
minutes. 

Two spceecres were delivered today, one 
by Senator Wellington, of Maryland, in 
Cpposition to the pending bill, and the 
other by Senator Stewart, of Nevada, in 
support of the measure. Mr. Welling- 
tcn’s address covered the Philippine ques- 
tion generally, and he set forth his well- 
known views forcefully.

But he had believed 
that the occasfon of the visit of Prince 
Henry was a proper time for a suitable 
demonstratton of good will. Our relations 
with Germany recently had been almost 
strained and here was an opportunity to 
display our friendship. Besides, it would 
be churlish and inhospitable not to wel- 
eome properly the representative of the 
German people. Just at this time, also, 
he believed that it was proper to send 
embassies to England and Spain to at- 
tend the coronations, although he was 
not in full sympathy, generally speaking, 
wifh such displays. 

Wheeler Stands by Speech. 

Mr. Wheeler replied to Mr. Gillett. He 
disclaimed any idea that on Friday last 
he had spoken for any one except him- 
self, but nevertheless, he said he believed 
that many people believed as he did. He 
said he had had innumerable letters and 
telegrams from different parts of the 
country containing unstinted praise of his 
speech. = 

For himself, he said, he preferred to 
tell the truth, no matter how unpalatable 
it might be. He said he never had object- 
ed to receiving a distinguisheG foreigner 
with proper consideration. What he ob- 
jected to was the spirit of truculency and 
sycophancy that had characterized this 
and the preceding admfnistration, espe- 
clally in the conduct of the state depart- 
ment. es 

Referring to the comiqunications he had 
received he said nine-tenths of them 
were from northern states and a great 
majority of them from republicans. 

“Before the American people,” he said, 
“Tl say unhesitatingly that I have not a 
word to retract. I sincerely believe we 
are drifting to a position hostile to ré- 
publicanism. I do not believe, to occupy 
a great position in the world, that it is 
necessary for us to sacrifice our tradi- 
tional principles. I am the son of a for- 
eigner and my love of the republkc was 
born and bred in me. I have been charged 
in the press with being an ‘ignorant agri- 
culturist." I am proud of being the son 
of a farmer and the sdn of a foreigner, 
but I am ashamed of the bootlicking that 
characterizes the official class in the re- 
publit today.”’ 

How Buchanan Greeted Prince. 

Adverting to the statement made by 
Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. Gi#tt last Friuay 
in regard to the visit of the prince of 
Wales during Buchanan's administration, 
Mr. Buchanan declared that those state- 
He said

Mr. Wellington stated his points of dis- 
egreen:ent with the party with which he 
had been identified throughout his life. 
He said he had been a republican, a pro- 
tectior‘st and a believer in a gojd stan- 
dard cf currency, However, he said, the 
Spanish war brought the parting of the 
ways. He was oppesed to that war, and 
helieved tha: Cuban independence could 
have bcen brought ahout by diplomatie 
regotiations.

His opinion was that ir the Philippines 
the inhabitants ovght to be permitted to 
establish their own gevernment, under 
the protection, if necessary, of the United 
States. The army of this gevernment 
then could be withdrawn from the archi- 
pelage and the Filipinos left to work out 
their own destiny. 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, addressed the 
senate in support of the administration's 
Fhilippine policy.

EUROPE ALIVE TO HER PERIL 


Although There Was a Falling oft 
in Exports of Manufac- 


-- — 


Washington, February 18.—An impor- 
tant dodument entitled “Review of the 
Foreign Commerce of ‘the United States 


country ran during the last calendar 
year ip the great race for supremacy in 
trade in the world’s markets, has been 
made public by Frederic Emory, chief 
of the bureau of foreign commerce of 
the state department. 


of our diplomatic and consular officers 
last year record continued growth in the 
sales of many tines of manufactures 
from the United States in foreign mar- 
kets, and the increase of the general 
concern throughout Europe as to the 
possible results of our industrial com- 
petition. Although the figures of our 
exports compiled by the treasury de- 
partment show a considerable falling off 
in the total value of manufactured goods 
sent abroad,-it is stated there seems to 
be a-gsteady and uninterrupted Spread in 
the popularity ef, what may be termed 
American novelties all over; Europe. . In 
other words, while the aggregate of our 
exports of manufactured goods has 
shrunk, the variety of our sales in Eu- 
rope ig being extended and the territory 
upon which they are encroaching '!s 
steadily being enlarged. 

The falling off in American exports is 
attributed, not to the goods being in 
but rather to business de- 
in Europe, affecting the pur- 
chasing power. The elimination of Ha- 
waii and Porto Rico from the list of 
countries to which we export also is a 
factor. The treasury figures show that 
during the calendar vear there was 4 
falling off of $12,565,194 compared with 
the previous year—manufactures falling 
Off $46,262,912, but being offset by a gain 
in agricultural exports of $35,591,077. Mr. 
Emory says it is evident that ‘‘the 
American invasion’ of Europe has ceased 
for the time being to be of that sweep- 
ing character that distinguished it at 
first as an economic phenomenon. 

He recalls what was sald a year ago 
of the danger of a more strenuous Eu- 
ropean competition, the use of new pro- 
cesses and our own models of machinery, 
but he says that Europe has not made 
any sensible progress in that direction. 
As to restrictive legislation, pending 
measures in Europe might be abandoned, 
Says the review, if the United States 
modified its tariff policy and permitted 
more imports from Burope. On the 
whole, Mr. Emory finds that we have 
hardly more than entered upon a novi- 
tiate in fitting ourselves for international 
competition, and he notes with encourage- 
ment the growth of popular interest in 
the value of foreign trade and well di- 
rected efforts for expansion.

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JUDGES AND THE NEWSPAPERS. 
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Editor Atkins on the Power To Pun- 
ish for Contempt. 

Chicago, “February 18.—In his address 
before the thirty-seventh’ annual con- 
vention of the Illinois Press Association 
today General Smith D. Atkins, president 


of the organization and publisher of the 
Freeport Journal, declared that a judge 
should not have the power to punish for 
contempt offenses against the court in- 
dividually, wnless the offense is commit- 
ted in the presence of the court. Even 
the president of the United States has 
no such power, said the speaker, “and 
a judge should have reeourse only to the 
remedies provided for any citizen.” 
General Atkins’ remarks were applied 
specially to cases wherein editors have 
been cited for contempt for newspaper 
criticisms of some action of the court. 
In reference to the talk of censorship 
of newspapers and public speeches which 
followed the assassination of President 
McKinley, Judge Atkins declared that the 
act of any one individual should not 
jeopardize the right of free speech.

The Georgia Fruit Crop. 

The course of the present winter 
season seems to assure that Georgia 
will this year produce a phenomenal 
fruit crop. The prospect that our 
peach orchards will groan with the 
burden of their luscious gifts was 
never better. The continued cold 
weather, retarding the rising of the 
sap and the early budding and flower- 
ing of the trees practically puts an 
end to all fears that frost and freezes 
later on will cut off the coming crop. 

A great fruit year in Georgia means 
actual millions of dollars to our orch- 
ardists and a general stimulus to the 
business of turning many of our waste 
fields into the trysiing places of 
Phoebus and Pomona. The fruit inter- 
ests of Georgia have grown immense- 


‘ly within the last two decades, but as 


yet they are scarcely more than in 
their infancy. The possibilities they 
present to the dwellers in this favored 
region and the owners of our produc- 
tive soils*are almost beyond computa- 
tion. The markets aecessible to them 


‘are widening yearly and it only needs 


enterprise, practical management and 
good business methods in marketing 
to make our fruit crop-réturns annual- 
ly rival, if they do not exceed, those of 
our great cotton fields. 
are over six million bearing peach 
trees in Georgia and their annual re- 
turns are over $4,000,000. « 

Other fruits than peaches are of 
growing importance and value. The 
stimulation given to their production 
by the Georgia Horticultural Society 
and by the state department of agri- 
culture is bringing large results to 
view, and these lines of culture will be 
vet more largely augmented by the fa- 
vor that Georgia fruits are finding in 
the markets of the north and east. 

The Constitution has been instant 
in season and out of season in urging 
our farmers and fruit-growers to re- 
doubled enterprise in scientific horti- 
culture. We can outstrip almost any 
other section of America im these lines 
of production and we Would deserve 
the tremendous losses of revenue that 


? oe would sustain should we foolishly 


eglect them. 

There are yet many thousands of 
acres in all parts of Georgia that are 
idle and profitless and that could be 
made fields of the cloth of gold by the 
expenditure of a modicum only of 
sense, dollars and labor in fruit plant- 
ing and producticn. They who will 
improve the opportunity may in a few 
years literally “pick money from the 
trees.”

This statement is not made in idle- 
ness nor in over-confidence. We have 
within ourselves resources which are 
calculated to put us at the very front 
of the advancing columns of progress, 
and we only need to increase our abil- 
‘ity to grapple with existing problems 
by availing ourselves of-the best edu- 
cational methods of-the day. Every 
department of enterprise in this sec- 
tion is crying aloud for men of edu- 
cated brains. Writing to Dr. Dabney 
some time ago, a director of one of 
our agricultural experiment stations 
said: “We can do little more to im- 
prove the agricultural methods of the 
farmers until another generation is 
educated and the farmers can reed our 
bulletins, apply scientific methods and 
keep simple farm accounts.” But 
what is true of the agricultural inter- 
ests of this section is equally true of 
the industrial and commercial inter- 
esis. Capital is fully convinced that 
the-field which the south offers for in- 
testment is rich in magnificent pos- 
sibilities, but men of means are hesi- 
tating to invest in the south because 
of the lack of available men to whom 
the management of great enterprises 
can be safely intrusted. Such being 
the case, we should lose no time in 
perfecting our educational advantages; 
and * beginning with the common 


schools of the state, we should en- | 


deavor to improve the whole educa- 
tional system, being specially zealous 
to advance the studies of our tech- 
nological school, of our state univer- 
sity and of all our higher educational 
institutions; and the more practical 
we make our courses of instruction 
the better. 

During the twentieth century great 
stress will be laid upon education as 
an agent of progress. Religion is 
keenly alive to the demands of the 
times and all of our leading denomina- 
tions are intent upon the task of rais- 
ing gigantic educational funds for the 
endowment of schools and colleges. 
But education must be general in or- 
der to accomplish the best results and 
in every department of activity there 
must be educated men to meet the 
requirements of competition.

Reliable Cotton Bulletins. 

The amendment made to the per- 
manent census bureau bill requiring 
that department of the government to 
officially ascertain the status of the 
cotton crop from ginners and publish 
the figures in weekly bulletins from 
September ‘1 to March 1 of each year 
is a measure of supreme value to the 


-goeuth: 


Heretofore the nbeitere! depart- 
ment has gathered such data from va- 
ried sources and issued a monthly re- 
port that was scarcely better than a 
‘“nrobability” bulletin. Under the new. 
law the facts will be officially taken 
from reliable. sources—-the gin -records 
of actual cotton passing from the field 
to the market—and these will be pub- 
lished broadcast every seven days dur- 
ing the cotton marketing season. 

In the past the figures that purport- 
ed to be official came at such long in- 
tervals as to be almost valueless to the 
planter. Meanwhile weather, milling, 
cloth market and foreign demand ru- 
mors were worked by the speculators 
with the skill and unscrupulousness 
of string-game artists in order to 
raise or depress the prices of the sta- 
ple. Brokers, - buyers, middlemen, 
bucket-shoppers and mortgage sharks 
have made millions of dollars every 
season that should have gone into the 
pockets of the hard-working and 
needy farmers. Ail this profit went to 
the speculators because they were left 
free to jugglé with crop predictions 
and frighten the producer into market- 
ing his crop when it was least to his 
profit to do so. 

The reports hereafter should import 
reliability and be so full and so accu- 
rate chat the dullest farmer can un- 
derstand their significance. Given the 
factors of acreage, productivity of sec- 
tions, percentages of the stand and 
status of the weather effects, com- 
bined with actual receipts at the gins, 
the planter will be placed upon 
more equal terms with the mar- 
ket sharps in estimating the probable 
course of prices. These reports should 
make for a clearer understanding be- 
tween producers and bona fide purchas- 
ers fcr consumption and export, and 
so make (for fuller’ profits to the 
farmer. 

The addition of this cotton erop re- 
portirg function to the perManent cen- 
sus bureau is most commendable and 
marks a good day’s work on the part 
of the southern senators who cham- 
pioned and obtained it.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Conceming Things Here, There 


Temperance Education Law. 

The national department. of scientitic 
temperance educatién of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union celebrated 
the twentieth year of its legislative period 
and the recent passage of the temperance 
education law by Georgia—the last state 
hitherto without sich legislation—in Bos- 
ten, Mass., at the home of Mrs. Mary H. 
Hunt, world and national superintendent 
of this artment. , 

The first temperance education law in 
the world was enacted in Vermont in 
1882. As state after state in rapid succes- 
sion placed these laws upon its statute 
books a temperance education map Was 
prepared showing the -states which had 
temperance education laws in white, the 
states which had none in black, and as 
such laws had been enacted in one state 
after another the black covering of each 
has been removed. 

When the governor of Georgia signed a 
temperance education law for that state 
in December of last year, which was 
therefore the last of the laws to be en- 
acted of the legislature of évery one of 
the forty-five states of the United States, 
and by the national congress, all of 
which ‘require physiology and hygiene, 
with gpecial reference to the effects of 
alcoholic drinks and other narcotics, to 
be taught in all schools under state and 
tederal control. The removal of the black 
cap from Georgia on the tempcrance map 
was therefore an occasion of historic in- 
terest and a company of representative 
people gathered informa'ly to witness 
this removal and to welcome Georgia to 
the white sisterhcod thus made complete. 
In Mrs. Hunt's library were hung the 
large maps representing in white the 
siates having temperance education ‘aws. 
One of these mavs’ was used in the Co- 
lumbian exposition in 1893. The other has 
traleved with Mrs. Hunt thousands of 
miles in journeyings and has hung in au- 
dience rooms and legislative halls in near- 
ly every state in this country, parlia- 
ments of Canada and Academie de Palais, 
Belgium, when Mrs. Hunt attended the 
international anti-aleohoiic congress in 
Brussels. 

Pleasant reminiscer.t Speeches on many 
phases of this wcrk were made by some 
of the guests. Letters were read from 


friends en this education from all parts } 


of the country, among them,one from the 
state president of the Woman's Cnristian 
Temperance Union of Georgia, one fron. 
Governor Candler, whe in signing this 
last law by happy coincidence crowned 
the work t& which he had already given 
valuable aid. As a member of the forty- 
ninth congress Governor Candler was 
chairman of the house committee on edu- 
cetion and his was the decisive vote on 
that committee that led to the favorable 
reporting of the naticnal temperance edu- 
cation law of 1885, which was followed up 
bv its enactment. The governor, then Con- 
gressman Candler, said of his relation to 
the national law when tcld that voting 
for it might affect his political prospects: 
“If voting for this measure heips me po- 
litically I shall be glad of it; if not I shull 
vote for it just tre same, for I believe it 
is right.’ 

Before cutting the stitches from the 
black cap covering Georgla, Mrs. Hunt 
said:

in the presence .of this cap grate- 
rat God hath wrought. Its whiten- 
ing fields as cap after cap has been taken 
from these states speaks of divine purposes 
to us as a nation. My heart goes out to the 
hundreds of thousands of women, the great 
rank and gle of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union, and to.every one in and out 
of the organization who has stood by and 
defended the cause. ‘ This’‘nation owes a debt 
of gratitude to the noble men, the represen- 
tatives of the people, who have passed these 
laws. It is not self-assumption, it is not ar- 
rogance for us, people of the United States, 
to recognize the fact that we s@em to have 
been chosen by Providence to be the examples 
and custodians of Hberty of the nations of 
the earth. A people entrusted with such mis- 
sions should themselves be free from the 
worst of all bondages, that to alcohol. Such 
freedom, to be permanent, for a self- _— 
ing people, must be the result of intelligent 
individual choice. And such choice must have 
its basis in an education as universal ag the 
people. That is the philosophy of what this 
may represent as I saw it when I first began 
to think about this subject long ago and step 
by step to work forward to the present hour.”’ 

As the last stitch was cut ana the black 
ccvering fell from Georgia, ‘leaving the 
entire map white, the assembled friends 
joined in singing ‘‘Praise God, from 
Whem All Blessings Flow.’ A pleasant 
social hour followed, light refreshments 
being served. As a souvenir each guest 
was presented with a card tied with white 
ribbon and bearing two maps of the 
United States, one with. the states all in 
black, representing the condition in 1882, 
before the passage of the first temperance 
education law, and below it or the other 
map, that of 1902, with the states all in 
white. A souvenir to the state of Georgia 
of the occasion is the large black patch 
from -the traveled and _  hisioric map 
above referred to. 

Secretary Frank A. Hill, of the Massa- 
chusetts state board of education, read 
the following message to G. R. Glenn, 
state commissioner of Georgia. viz: 

‘‘My Dear Mr. Glenn: The greeting of Mas- 
sachusetts to Georgia! This letter is to bear 
witness that the black patch in the region of 
Georgia on the original temperance educa- 
tion map of the United States has been duly, 
decorously and deftly removed therefrom by 
the designer and owner of the map afore- 
said. The removal was affected in the pres- 
ence and amid the plaudits of a large and 
sympathetic company and all the more read- 
ily effected because the spet was not in- 
grained, but only lightly stitched against the 
time .when the people of Georgia shall say, 
Away with it! 

“The pen with which your honored governor 
signed the Georgia act was gratefully received 
by her to whom it was sent. She asked you 
to accept in return the last black patch on 
her temperance map, and she adds thereto 
the shears that snipped it from its place. 
(Joodby, patch. no longer provocative of the 
war in Georgia! - Welcome, pen, once more 
mightier than the sword! School temperance 
legislation is good, loyalty to its spirit bet- 
ter, and attainment of its. end best of all. 
May the map of your loyalty and our attain- 
ment become in time as’spotiess and as cheer- 
ing as that of our legielation! Very cordiaily 
yours.”’ 

Mr. Glenn has the small black patch 
end we Woman's Christian Temperance 
Umfions the large black patch. We will 
preserve them, but not again for use, for 
we mean to watch over and protect these 
laws and their enforcement as we would 
the flag of our country.

Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt urged that the house in- 
Vestigate-the results «f woman suffrage 
in Idaho, Utah, Colorade and Wyoming. 

Among the other speakers. who a/vo- 
cated woman's suffrage was Miss Alice 
Stone Blackwell, of Mississippi. 

Rev. Anna Shaw said years ago the 
women of the country came to this house 
to be heard only-to be refused, but today 
they could stand On the result of suffrage 
wherever it had been granted in this 
country. 

Mrs, We iver said that in Idaho as great 
& population of women voted as men. The 
politigal life of a man wlio marshaled 
the immoral element: te his support was 
doomed. 

Mrs. Fenwick Miller’ bore testimony to 
the smooth working of woman suffrage 
in England, where she said wemen voted 
for the members of all boards and coun 
cils. 

Mrs. Goldstein told of the struggle and 
success of the woman suffrage movement 
in different portions of Australia and ex- 
plained the political status of wumen 
there as well as. the great benefits that 
tad followed granting of suffrage to 
wormen. 

Women of Australia. : 

“The women of Australia,” she said, ‘do 
not forget their homes or their babies 
and they do not raid the public offices.” 

She concluded her appeal to the con:- 
m‘ttee with this sertence: 

“Australia trusts her women; 
America can trust hers.’”’ 

Mrs. Freeland explained that in a coun- 
try like Russia there was, of course, lit- 
tle suffrage, but trat what there was was 
shared equally by wcemen and men.

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WHY ERNST FAVORS PANAMA. 


Shorter, Straighter and Lower Than 
the Nicaragua Route. 
Washington, February 18.—Colonel HE. 
H. Ernst, of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion, told the committee on interoceanic 
canals of the senate today that the cuts 
on the Darien route before the tunne: 
vas reached meade that route impractica- 
ble. He theught it would take twenty 
years to construct such a canal, and at 
a cost of $290,000.00. He said he would 
have recommended the Panama route in 
the first report of the commission had 
the offer of the Panama Canal company 
to sell for %40,000,000 been made at thai 
time, «rd gave the following reasons for 

so dojrg: 

“The Panama route was ghorter, 
straighter, lower, having four locks, as 
egainst eight for Nicaragua, and cost 
$1,350,000 less per year to maintain and 
operate.’ 

Colonel Ernst sai. there were difficulties 
on both routes. The Bohio dam on th» 
Panama route was more difficult than the 
Ccneuda dam on the Nicaragua route, 
but the clay banks on the latter route 
were a diffidultv that would have to be 
cvercome. The healthfulnéss of Nicara- 
gua was better than Panama, but by 
sanitary and police regulations the con- 
ditions in Fanama could be improved. 

Colonel Ernst did not agree with other 
witnesses that siic in the Chagres river 
would ever he a serious menace to the 
Panama canal. The difficulties in the 
construction of the Bohio dam, he said. 
could be overcome. Colonel Ernst said 
that insurance rates on the Nicaragua 
rceute would be greater thin on the 
Panama route. 

Senator Mcrgan asked a series of ques- 
tions regarding the tloods and conditions 
cf the Chagres river on the Panama 
reute. Colonef Ernst said the water rose 
39.3 feet above the low-water mark in 
170. In fifty vears there had bee: four 
flocds cf over % feet. Such floods, he 
said, wculd cause considerable risk and 
contingencies in the construction of the 
Hohip dam. Police and sanitary control 
cf Panama would be necessary, he said, 
shoule the lUnited States construct the 
canal.

Taft Says Rebels Use City of Manila 
as Headguarters. 


SECRET SOCIETIES ABOUND 


For That Reason Sedition Law’ Was 


Passed — Governor Discusses 
Character of Aguinaldo. 


Washington, February 18.—Governor 
Taft, of the Philippines, today continued 
his discussion of the question of tranqull- 
lity in the archipelago before the senate 
committee on the Philippines. Ue said 
that the recent massacre of troops in 8a- 
mar had a startling effect upon the army 


| and created suspicion and fear of treaeh- 


ery in other sections. The governor did 
not think, however, such apprehension 
justifiable and said he felt as safe in Ma- 
nila as in Washington. Civilians seldor 
carry arms there. 

With this remark Governor Taft passed 
from the consideration of the question of 
tranquillity to a discussion of the treas- 
on and sedition laws. In thy connection 
he said that while Manila 1s quiet and 
has been practically ever since the 
American occupation it is still used as a 
center of agencies for the promotion of 
insurrection. There was always there 
a party of irreconcilables. Nothing had 
been done, he said, for the enactment of _ 
such laws until the establishment of the 
civil government. It then became evident 
that the Filipino junta was preparing to 
locate in that city, making that point the 
center for their propaganda. General 
Wright was, therefore, directed to pre- 
pare a law on this subject and had done 
so. The denunciation of secret socteties 
had been instituted, he said, because they 
had been made the chief instrument of 
agitation against the United States. 

To Suppress Secret Societies. 

The commission had felt that secret so- 
cletles were one of the most fruitful aids 
to the war and had taken the position 
that politica] agitation should be con- 
fined to open meetings and prevented tt 
vath bound societies. If the peopie un- 

erstood the question there would be no 
Objection- to peaceable agitation, but.an- 
der the circumstances. the commissicn 
had felt that “‘the suspension of the right 
to advocate independence was not such a 
deprivation of the right of free speech 
as could not be justified by the presence 
of war, when for the benefit of the whole 
people it should be suppressed.’’ At least 
one of the societies had for one of tts 
main purposes assassination, being thus 
like the Mafia. 

“In other words, it was a quasi, war 
measure?’ suggested Senator Beveridge, 
and Governor Taft assented. 

Replying to a question from Senator 
Patterson as to whether it was the inten- 
tion to go farther in this direction, Gov- 
ernor Taft replied: 

“We propose to do all that we can 
that is known to civilized nations to put 
down this war, which is such a great in- 
jury to the Philippine people.” 

Taft on Aguinaldo. 

He said he had not given personal at- 
tention to the phraseology of the sedition 
laws, and: he had no doubt that when 
peace should be restored section 10 wouid 
be repealed. 

Speaking of Aguinaldo’s personality. 
Governor Taft said that while his name is 
probably known better than that of any’ 
other man in the islands, his personality ' 
was not familiar to the people. 

“His capture,’’ he continued, “in the 
face: of the general Senageteniion that he 
was divinely protected against capture or 
injury seriously affected his prestige. Per- 
sonally he is a man of dignity, though of 
limited education. He knows how to keep 
his own counsel and understands the fail- 
ings of the Filipinos He knows how ‘te 
reconcile the differences of leaders and 
how to avoid arousing jealousy of himself. 
That he has any idea of civil liberty or of 
any kind of liberty, I have no reason to 
believe.’’ 


Speaking of Aguinaldo having General 
Luna assassinated, Governor Taft said 
that under the common law, there ts 
scarcely an insurgent general who could 
not be punished for assisting in securing 
the. murder of other Filipinos. It is the 
way they have of getting rid of men whe 
do not agree with them.” 

Governor Taft said he had never seen 
Aguinaldo, and he had never considered 
it his duty to f{nvestigate Luna’s deati..

What Chief Ball Hast Say 
About Change in Roles, 


Says He Has Not Been Hampered. 
Executive Details Adjust Them- 
selves—Will Continue To 
Give the City Good Po- 
lice Service. 


Since the city eouncil has passed the 
ordinance changing a rule of the police 
department so ag to give the chief more 
power, there has been great interest man- 
ifested about what the chief himself 
thought about the change. 

In a word, the change of the rules has 
taken away the power of the chairman 
of the board which made his orders ab- 
solute when the board was not in ses- 
sion, and has transferred tht authority 
to the chief of police. Hitherto the chair- 
man could give anv order and the chief 
had to obey it; now no member cap 
give anv order to the chief, and orders 
to him can only come from a majority 
of the board when in session. 

When seen by a reporter of The Con- 
stitution on yesterdiy and asked what 
he thought of the change of police rules 
made by the council, Chief Ball said: 

What Chief Ball Says. 

“Why, I don't gee that there is any 
need for me to say much about the mat- 
ter. It has been mv rule to carry out 
, the duties of my office as I found them. 
” The great work of a chief of police is to 
ree that his men do their duty. to sup- 
tress crime and lawlessness and to pro- 
tect the lives and property of citizens. 
The executive details generally adjust 
themselves. I may say, however, that 
I have so far found no hindrances in 
the yerformance of my duty from the 
chairman of the board. { have found 
the chairman a safe and wise counsellor 
and heYhas never sought to dictate to 
me in the executive management of the 
police forve. I have found the commis- 
sioners men of experience in police affairs 
and with the good of the department at 
heart. Their advice hag often) been of 
@reat benefit. The council has seen fit 
to modify some of the rules governing 
the department and the councilmen 
doubtless did what they believed to be 
for the best. In the future I shall flo as 
T have done in the past, seek to give 
Atlanta the best police service possible, 
and I will consult with the commission- 
ers whenever questions of public policy 
are involved. I will be as ready as ever 
to follow all good and wise suggestions 
from them. I never like to lose an op- 
portunity of pointing to the record the 
police force has made during the past 
year and I do So as a tribute to a body 
of men who are performing their duties 
fearlessly and faithfully. No; I have 
not been. hampered, and should I find 
myself with any more powers than I 
have had I will use them for the best 


interests of the city, and I shall not forget .

Evidently the men 
who did the work at Santiago are ex- 
pected fo wait for their money. They 
would have fared better if they had been 
away at the time. 

Admiral Sechley, who discovered 
Spanish fleet in Santiago and 
there, and who fought it when it came 
‘out and destroyed it, has been awarded 
the pittance of $3,334, and up to this time 
has received $149.53, being his share of 
the prize money for one small schooner. 
Admiral Sampson, who was not in the 
fight, was awarded $14,132 and has re- 
ceived payment in full. 

Thus, under the terms of the law, 
construed by the navy department, the 
man who did not win the victory was 
handsomely rewarded. The man who did 
win it was given such a paltry sum that 
the American people will regard it as a 
travesty on justice, even though the law 
requires it. Admiral Schley thus far has 
$149, but he has the golden opinions and 
hearty gratitude of the American people.

_ PETER LYNCH 
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GUERRY ATTACKS TERRELL 
ON RAILROAD QUESTION 


Says Insinuation That He Was Discharged from Em- 
ploy of a Railroad is Untrue. Declares Mr. 
Terrell is Backed by the Railroads. 


T HE following communication from 
Hon. Dupont Guerry, one of the can- 
didates for governer, expiains itself. It 


relates to the publication of a summary 
of the Canton address of Hon. J. M. 
Terrell, and specifically to this extract 
from Mr. Terrell’s remarxs: 

I have no interest in any corporation, and 
feel none, except that which should and does 
actuate every good citizen who desires to see 
his state and the people thereof prosper. Hav- 
ing no interest in any corporation, I, of course, 
do not occupy eny official position in any, nor 
have I ever been a railroad official and imbibed 
thereby the feelings of opposition to the rights 
of the people which some people attribute to 
railroad officials, but which I think they do not 
us a rule deserve, for some of Georgia’s noblest 
sons have been, and are now, connected with 
these corporaticns.. Nor have I, as an attor- 
ney, ever represented a railroad . corporation, 
tut, on the other hand, have had some litiga- 
tion aegeinst them Never having been a rail- 
road official. nor a railroad attorney, nor in 
any other way in the employ of a railroad cor- 
poration, I have, of course, never been dis- 
charged from either of such positions. Hence 
my career has not been such as to cause me 
ta entertain for these interests either the slight- 
est favor, or prejudice, and I therefore fee! 
that £ can faithfully discharge every duty 
devolvirg upon the governor with equal and 
— justice to the people and the railroads 
altke, 


Mr. Guerry’s Card. 

Mr. Guerry, in commenting, upon the publi 
cation of the above in The Constitution, says: 

Macon, Ga., February 17, 1902. 

Editor Constitution: I notice in your paper 
what Mr. Terrell'is alleged te have said in his 
Canton speech, to the effect that he had never 
been in the employment of any railroad com- 
yany and therefore had never been discharged 
by one, and was consequently impartial as be- 
tween the people and the railroad companies. 

You have b::n courteous and fair enough to 
pubiish interviews and communications _from 
myself frém time to time, and I presume that 
you will publish this communication as a 
mere matter of fairness, and by way of cor- 
rection and reply. 

I notice that Mr. Terrell is not frank enough 
{o give the name of the object of his attack, 
and I will do so. I am the candidate thus 
stabbed in the dark and in the back. Now, 
by way of correction of what Mr. Terrell has 
sofd, 1 beg leave to sa.” that the statement or 
‘tion that I was ever discharged by the 


railroad company is simply untrue. 
The firm of Guerry & Hall repre- 
serted the Georgia Southern am  Flor- 


ica Railway Company, ard und-r the con- 
tract the company had the rigit to terminate 
the same updn giving sixty days’ notice. In 
March, 1896, the company, for reasons satis- 
factory to itself, exercised its right under the 
contract and terminated the same, engaging 
Judge John I. Hall as our successor. The com- 
pany in doing so never made any complaint io 
us or of us, so far as we are informed. 

Some unnamed persons, in interviews in some 
of the papers, made a false charge. which was 
at the time fully answered in the same pa- 
pers. 

Now, Mr. Ei.Jlitor, this campaign cannot be 
shifted from its real issues by covert insinua- 
tions in relation to this old matter, but inethe 
end Mr. Terrell will probably lose as many 
votos as he will gain by the effort. This mat- 
ter has no weight with me and will have none 
with any honest and intelligent voter in 
Georgia. 

The pcople are more concerned to know 
which one of the candidates, if any, is now 
under the control of these ratlroad companies 
in Georgia who are dominzcting its politics and 
interfering in its legislation by lobbyism and 
otherwise.
